Thorough Scientific Study 


of Big Question 


Winnipeg, Oct. 20.—The tenttative 
conclusions contained in the report 
submitted to the board of grain com- 
missioners by the grain research com- 
mittee of the Canadian Research Coun- 
cil will probably mean the saving of 
millions of dollars in marketing this 
year’s crop. A Sn 

The grain research committee, at 
the request of the Canadian wheat 
pools, undertook to investigate the ef- 
fect of drying on the quality of wheat. 
A good deal of the 1926 wheat crop 
was sold in Europe.at a discount as a 
result of the general complaints re- 
garding the quality of dried grain.. It 
wads with a view to prevent a recuy- 
rence of a heavy loss to prairie farm- 
ers that the Universities of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta co-oper- 
ated through the Canadian research 
council to make a thorough scientific 
study of the effect-on quality of drying 
tough and damp wheat. 

Report of Committee - a 

The committee, which was under the 
chairmanship of Dr. H. M. Tory, of 
Edmonton, issued its conclave report 
yesterday through the board of grain 
commissioners, and declared: 


“In view of the urgency of the pres- 
ent situation the committee are agreed 
that the results justify certain tenta- 
tive ‘conclusions and recommenda- 
tions. : 

‘Commercial drying under proper 
conditions can be done without injury 
to the milling and baking quality of 
wheat, but under unsuitable conditions 
it has proved to be injurious to bak- 
ing quality. 

“Drying at reported air tempera- 
ture above 180 degrees by commercial 
dryers now in use has caused injury 
proportional to the rise in tempera- 
ture above this point. . N 
-“Grain® should ‘not be dried to a 
moisture content below a certain per- 
centage. It is safer practice to put 
‘damp grain through the dryer twice. 

“Batch drying or drying where the 
grain is not mixed by frequent move- 
ment should be avoided as it causes 
overheating and consequent loss in 
‘quality. 

“Recirculation of air from the cooler 
to the dryer should be avoided as it

Prof, Stansfield to Advise ' 

Upon the recommendation of the 
grain research committee, Professor 
BE. B. Stansfield, research engineer at 
thes University of Alberta, was ap- 
pointed to the position. 

On: Oct. 27, Prof. Statisneld will 
meet representatives of drying inter- 
ests at Fort William, for a discussion 
of the committee's report, 

Owing to the immense amount of 
tough and damp grain being threshed 
this year and the probable recurrence 
of heavy discounts on tough and 
dried grain the investigations of the 
committee are of tremendous import- 
ance and the final report of the com- 
mittee will be eagerly awaited, 

The research of the committee to 
date has been divided into four 
branches: 

First—The study of drying as car- 
ried out by a number of large elevat- 
ors from Alberta to the head of the 
lakes. This work was conducted by 
Professor Stansfield. 

Second—An investigation of the ef- 
fect of drying as now practiced by 
commercial elevators on the milling 
and baking quality of wheat. For this 
purpose a series of eighty odd samples 
were collected from elevators in the 
spring of 1927, These consisted of 
pairs of samples taken immediately 
before and after drying. In order to 
insure conclusive results similar 
samples were provided to Dr. Newton, 
professor of agronomy and biochemis- 
try at the University of Alberta; Dr. 
Thorvaldson, professor of chemistry 
at the University of Saskatchewan; 
Professor Geddes of the Manitoba ag- 
ricultural college and Dr. Birchard of 
the Dominion grain research labor- 

atory. The samples representing a 
wide range of drying conditions were 
tested for quality by the various lab- 
oratories by making chemicai and 
physical analysis and by milling and 
baking tests,

WINTER RATIONS 
FOR MILCH COWS 
(Experime:tal Farms Note) 

Winter ratioas for dairy cows 
should, a8 neary a8 possible, corres- 
pond with the ntural pastures of sum- 
mer, if econom:al gains are to be se 
cured, Winter ‘ations must therefore 
be palatable, nvritious, succulent and 
readily digestibe. 

On the Domilon Experimental Sta- 
tion, Morden, Ian., the daily winter 
ration per 1000pounds live weight for 
cows in full mix is as follows: Mixed 
alfalfa and ryegrass or oat and pea 
hay 12 to 14 ounds, corn silage 28 
pounds, roots (mangels) 22 pounds 
and a grain rixture composed of 3 
parts chushed ats, 2 parts wheat bran, 
1 pdrt pea mel and 1 part ofl cake 
meal, One pond of this mixture is 
fed for every 34 pounds of milk given. 
As individuals reach the last few 
months of lacttion, grain is fed more 
economically, @, at the rate of one 
pound to each4 or 5 pounds of milk 
given, 

During the winter of 1924-25 five 
cows at Mordm on the above ration 
averaged 4)}p:unds of milk per day 
and made anjaverage dally profit over 
feed fed of 58c 

On well rguiated dairy farms either 
silage or nQts should be available. 
The followhg rations are recommend- 
ed when, olf one of thesc succulent 
feeds is indided: 

(a) Gras:§r mixed hay 15 pounds, 
roots 40 pagds, Meal mixture, bran 
4 parts, c4ighed oats and barley 2 
parts each @il cake, or cotton seed 
meal 2 party ed at the rate of 1 pound 
per 3% pougs of milk produced.

Alberta dairymen to be successful 
must turn their attention to: 

(a) The elimination of poor pro- 
ducing cows. 

(b) The growing of better and more 
suitable dairy feeds. 

(c) The production of higher qual- 
ity cream, 

It is possible during the next five 
years to raise the average production 
of the Alberta dairy cow from 120 | 
pounds of butterfat to an average of 
250 pounds, through the weeding out! 
of poor producers and an understand- 
ing of the best methods of feeding 
dairy cows. Alberta dairy men can 
double their output of butterfat in a 
very short period of time without ad- 
ding one more cow to the present cow 
population of the province. Cows that 
could average 250 pounds of butterfat 
annually would make Alberta dairy- 
men prosperous. 


Such cows wouid produce a pound 
of butterfat at lower feed cost, a 
lower labor cost, and a lower cost in 
investment in land and buildings. 


A greater degree of pleasure and 
satisfaction would come to the Alberta 
dairyman if his present cow could 
earn for him a cream cheque twice as 
big as the one she is earning today. 

It takes gasoline and skill to get 
maximum speed out of a car, Feed 
and good management will double 
the speed production of the average 
Alberta cow. Don't blame the cow 
if her production record is too low. 
It is likely the driver who is to blame. 
Good management js the driving force 
that will speed up the average Al- 
berta cow’s production record. 

The three factors in good manage- 
ment are breeding, feeding and weed- 
ing. The degree to which the aver- 
age Alberta dairyman puts these three 
factors into operation will determine 
whether he will keep his cows or they 
will keep him, They will determine 
his prosperity.—The Cow Bell. 


DANGEROUS TO ADD 
, EXTRA WEIGHT AT 60 


(By Dr. Morris Fishbein) 

Among the warning signs of danger 
to health beyond middle age are in- 
crease in weight, high blood pressure, 
symptoms of Bright’s disease, gout 
and diabetes, 

There are all sorts of causes for in- 
crease in weight, including particular. 
ly changes in the glands of the body 
that have to do with the regulation of 
the body chemistry, especially the 
thyroid gland and the pituitary. It 
has generally been considered normal 
for people to put on weight between 
the age of 50 and 60. 

However, there is no necessity for 
such increase in welght, and practical- 
ly all scientific writers today agree 
that after the age of 60 it is well for 
a person to diminish in weight. If he 
fails to do this, it is regarded as a 
dangerous sign, 

The best treatment for increased 
weight after middle age is its control 
by diet. It is not well to limit one’s 
self to any particular single food sub- 
stance, but there should be a general 
reduction all along the line. 

It is obviously impossible for such 
a person to take violent exercise; but 
massage, moderate exercise in the 
open air, such as golf, sun baths and 
similar amusements’ may be indulged 
in. In choosing the diet, substances 
rich in proteins, such as red meats, 
and in.carbohydrates, such as candies 
and sugar, may be largely eliminated 
and fresh fruits may be substituted 
for sophisticated pastries,

Daysland, Alta, Oct. 13.—Three 
stores on, the east side of Main, street 
were broken into sometime during 
Wednesday night or early Thursday 
morning.

19 MILLION DISTRIBUTED 
TO WESTERN FARMERS 

Winnipeg, Oct. 19—A final payment 
of more than nineteen million dollars 
on the 1926 crop of pool wheat was 
announced today by A. J. McPhail, 
president of the Canadian Wheat Pool. 
Of this amount the Saskatchewan pool 
members receive $12,929,207; Alberta 
members, 4,198,207, and Manitoba, 
$2,085,575. ‘ 

The’ total payment made by the cen- 
tral selling agency to the three pro- 
vincial pools, represents the net bal- 
ance after deducting all marketing 
costs incurred by the central selling 
agency, such as_ storage, interest 
charges and administrative expenses 
from the proceeds of the 1926 crop. 

As in previous years, the spreads 
between grades have been adjusted in 
the final payments which reflect the 
actual price secured for the various 
grades, The final payments make the 
total price on the principal grades as 
follows: No. 1 Northern, $1.42; No. 1 
Durum, $1.5; No. 2 Northern, $1.3834; 
No. 3 Northern, $1.81; No. 4, $1.21%4; 
No. 5, $1.09; No! 6, 97%. 

Mr McPhail stated that the carrying 
charges and operating expenses of 
the provincial pools are deducted from 
the final payment. In addition the 
provincial pools made deductions for 
the commercial and elevator reserves, 
which are credited to the individual 
members, 


FIRST WHEAT POOL 
IN THE ARGENTINE 

Walgary, Oct. 12—The first Argen- 
tine wheat pool has now been formed, 
according to word reaching the head- 
quarters of the Alberta wheat pool 
today. The pool, it is stated, was 
sponsored by a number of descend- 
ants of’ the Danish colonists that set- 
tled in the Argentine and who this 
year will handle about 1,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 

The Argentine people have written 
the Alberta pool asking for sugges- 
tions as to how they’ should now 
proceed, and they want to know if 
the Canadian pool can handle their 
crop for them. Their request has been 
turned over to the officials of the 
Canadian pool in Winnipeg.

The heat was so intense that many 
windows in the business places on the 
opposite side of the street were brok- 
en, and all the paint was scorched. 
It was only through the herculean 
efforts of the willing workers and the 
fact that there was no wind at the 
time, that the village was saved.
